As Government retreats over TA budget cuts, 
Tory blasts decision to disband town branch 


CONSERVATIVE Parliamentary 
hopeful Robert Halfon has called 
on Harlow MP Bill Rammell to 
reverse the decision to disband the 
town’s branch of the Territorial 
Army. 

Mr Halfon branded the merger of 
the town’s 882 troop with 907 Essex 
Yeomanry in Chelmsford as a “mas¬ 
sive slap in the face” to reservists. 

Mr Halfon said the decision - exclusive¬ 
ly reported in last week’s Star - was ludi¬ 
crous and said Mr Rammell should use his 
position as Minister for Armed Forces to 
save the group.

“Will Mr Rammell back down in the con¬ 
stituency interest and stop Harlow TA from 
being disbanded?” he said. “As Armed 
Forces Minister and Harlow MP, he should 
do more to stand up for Harlow TA.” 

He said the Harlow branch occupied a 
better strategic position to take volunteers 
than neighbouring centres in Chelmsford 
and Hertford, which will remain unaffected. 

The challenge came as the Government 
backed down on controversial plans to slash 
£20million from the TA’s training budget. 

The Prime Minister told Parliament yes¬ 


terday (Wednesday) that the Treasury had 
found the cash and full TA training would 
continue. 

Mr Rammell said: “There are two 
separate exercises affecting the TA in . 
Harlow as a result of the upgrade in the 
MoD communications technology 
which affects many TA bases across the 
country and which will save £32.5m.” 

It would, he said, be “grossly irre- ^ 
sponsible” not to take the opportunity to 
make savings to fund frontline services in 
Afgha-nistan, adding: “The Tories did not 
call on us to change this decision.” 

He said that the decision to reinstate full 
TA training for the next six months came as

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School hit by sickness should 


AN outbreak of suspected swine flu 
is believed to be one of the reasons 
why a Harlow secondary school was 
forced to close just two days before 
the start of the half-term break. 

As reported in last week’s Star, a 
large number pupils failed to turn up 
for lessons at Passmores School, in 
Tendring Road, last Wednesday 
because of sickness and more were 
sent home the same afternoon after 
complaining of flu-like symptoms. 

The Star understands that a total 
of 10 cases of the H1N1 virus - 
seven in pupils and three in members 
of staff - have since been confirmed. 

“More students were taken ill 
throughout Wednesday with symp¬ 
toms such as sickness and diarrhoea,” 
said headteacher Vic Goddard. 


“Unfortunately it seems as though 
we’ve been hit by a few bugs at the 
same time - we’ve also had reports 
of a vomiting bug and tonsillitis - 
which resulted in a large number of 
pupils unable to come into school.” 

The school has been closed since 
Thursday, but Mr Goddard said this 
was not to do with the sickness itself 
but to insufficient staff numbers, 
with approximately 30 reporting ill¬ 
ness. 

He said he remained optimistic 
the school would open as usual after 
the half-term break. 

A spokeswoman for Essex County 
Council added: “We are not putting 
any procedures in place but ask 
schools to follow the NUS and 
health agencies’ advice.” 


Hospital staff first 
to get swine flu jab 

FRONTLINE staff at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital have become the first to 
receive vaccinations against swine flu. 

The hospital trust took delivery of 1,500 
doses of the H1N1 vaccine last week and 
has been inoculating staff working in key 
areas of the hospital including the accident 
and emergency department and intensive 
care unit. 

Other staff will be invited to have the jab as 
the programme is rolled out by the hospital’s 
occupational health team. 

Some patients in high risk groups will also 
be vaccinated, but most people are being 
advised to go to their GPs who should be 
receiving stocks of the drug in the next few 
days. Seasonal or winter flu vaccination 
sessions will continue at the hospital as 
normal throughout November.

Medical director Dr Sandra Dimmock said: 
“We are urging all staff to have the 
vaccination to protect themselves, their 
patients and their families. 

“The trust has well practised plans in place 
to deal with the anticipated steep demand 
for services if and when the pandemic bites, 
particularly increasing critical care capacity, 
and ensuring staff are available to cover key 
areas. 

“This, in turn, may mean other services 
being suspended or curtailed during the 
period of greatest pressure and we will be 
keeping our patients up to date with 
developments and working closely with the 
primary care trust and strategic health 
authority.”

In addition, he and his partner have been 
allocated a rent-paid home at an undisclosed 
address in Chelmsford. 

Passing sentence, Judge Christopher Ball 
accepted he was dealing with Wernham in a 
wholly exceptional way, adding: “This is a 
unique solution; we are holding our breaths.” 

“To find someone who owns up to over 
640 offences covering a six-year period 
whilst he has another 20-odd before court is a 
very, very unusual situation,” said the judge. 
“It comes about because you are beginning to 
grow up and seem determined to stop and 
because you assisted the police so much 
over a long period of time.” 

The judge added that the sentence had 
the full backing of the police. 

Vehicles stolen by Wernham included 
two Mercedes worth £85,000, an Audi RS4 
and a Porsche Caymen - both valued at 
£50,000 - and a £30,000 Land Rover 
Discovery. 

The offences to which he pleaded guilty 
at Chelmsford Crown Court took place 
between February 1, 2006 - when he stole 
two vehicles parked outside a Harlow 
church - and March 31 this year when he 
stole £1,284 from fruit machines at The 
Greyhound pub in School Lane. 

James Howard, representing Wenham, 
said in mitigation police had provided rent¬ 
ed accommodation for Wernham and his 
partner in Chelmsford and would “contin¬ 
ue to be pro-active”, seeing him twice a 
week. 

The judge said of the defendant: “He’s 
worked with the police to identify hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of offences and to his 
credit he has stuck with it and needs to be 
commended for that. It all stands him in 
good stead.” 

But he warned Wernham he would 
almost certainly face a custodial sentence 
if he was brought back before the court for 
breaching the conditions of his community 
order.

A HARLOW builder is warming 
up to run the New York 
Marathon on Sunday in memory 
of his mother who died of cancer a 
year ago.

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Night out in 
the town for 
drug search 
police dogs 

POLICE dogs trained to sniff 
out drugs were deployed in 
Harlow on Friday night as part 
of an on-going operation to 
crack down on crime.

Nick Churchill, chairman of 
Harlow Council’s licensing 
committee, added: “This is a 
regular exercise we carry out 
with the co-operation of local 
premises. 

“This latest action will send out 
a strong warning to those who 
are thinking about bringing 
drugs with them on a night out 
in Harlow.” 

Assault accused 
appears in court 

A MAN wanted for assault and 
burglary has appeared in court. 
Alan Stevens (25) is alleged to 
have assaulted two women at a 
flat in Brockles Mead, Harlow, 
on September 26. 

Magistrates heard on Monday 
that Stevens, of no fixed 
address, also faces allegations of 
making a threat to kill and 
committing a public order 
offence in August. 

Stevens was remanded in 
custody pending the first of two 
appearances at Chelmsford 
Crown Court where he will 
answer the charges relating to 
the August offences.

A SEVERELY disabled wom¬ 
an fears her health may have 
been further compromised 
after workmen exposed dead¬ 
ly asbestos fibres in the front 
room of her home. 

Surveyors inspecting Sharon 
Livett’s home in Abbotsweld ahead 
of a planned kitchen refurbishment 
told her they had found a danger¬ 
ous quantity of the toxic building 
material. 

It had been exposed by workmen 
when they were trying to find the 
source of a leak in February. 

But the asbestos was not removed or 
made safe and paraplegic Ms Livett, 
who is housebound, fears she could 
have been breathing in harmful 
asbestos fibres for the past nine 
months. 

“I was absolutely shocked when the 
surveyors told me what they had found 
in my own front room,” she told the 

Star. 

“I’m completely beside myself. 
Goodness knows what damage this has 
done to my long-term health and the 
health of anyone visiting me. 

“Because of the incompetence of 
workmen supposedly trained to deal 
with problems like this, my home has 
been turned into a death trap without 
me even realising. It makes me sick to 
my stomach.”

The inhalation of asbestos fibres can 
cause life-threatening illnesses includ¬ 
ing lung cancer, mesothelioma and 
asbestosis, which may not develop for 
many years after initial exposure. 

Now Ms Livett, who was left paral¬ 
ysed 12 years ago after contracting 
transverse myelitis following a routine 
flu jab, has been told she must visit her 
GP for a chest x-ray and warn anyone 
who has visited her home in the past 
nine months to do the same. 

The original work was carried out by 
Harlow Council maintenance contrac¬ 
tor Kier Harlow. 

Operations manager John Phillips 
said the material had now been made 
safe and air tests carried out by the 
council showed there were no traces of 
the material in the air. 

“Kier Harlow has robust processes 
and procedures in place to ensure all 
asbestos-related works are dealt with 
safely and in line with current best 
practice and legislative requirements,” 
he said. 

“We are committed to ensuring that 
the containment and treatment of 
asbestos remains in line with our strin¬ 
gent procedures. 

“A full investigation has therefore 
been instigated to ensure these proce¬ 
dures have been adhered to in this 
instance.”

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Safety review 
to allay fears 
of residents at 
fire-hit estate 



AN independent fire safety 
review is to be carried out on 
all homes at a Harlow hous¬ 
ing estate where a massive 
blaze destroyed two proper¬ 
ties and damaged a further 
10 . 

After weeks of campaigning by 
residents, local councillors and 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell, South 
Anglia Housing has agreed to fund 
a comprehensive inspection of 
homes at Berecroft. 

A row of terraced homes on the 
estate was ravaged by fire back in July. 

The blaze was started deliberately 
in one of the properties by 30-year-old 
Yuen Chow, who is currently awaiting 
sentence after pleading guilty to arson 
and reckless endangerment of life. 

Concerned residents who attended a 
public meeting called in response to a 
confidential fire investigation report 
into the blaze accused the housing 
association of compromising the safe¬ 
ty of their homes when the firm 
installed pitched roofs on all proper¬ 
ties 10 years ago without removing the 
original flat roofing. 

They claimed the original bitumen- 
coated roofing had contributed to the 
fire spreading and also questioned the 
integrity of the firewalls in the build¬ 
ings. 

When the meeting ended in dead¬ 
lock, it was agreed to hold a second 
which took place on Friday during 
which representatives of the housing 
association announced it would pay for 
an independent fire safety review to

give residents peace of 
mind. 

If the inspection finds 
that building works under¬ 
taken were not carried out 
in accordance with building 
regulations, South Anglia 
will then undertake remedi¬ 
al works. 

Any other problems brought to light 
by the survey which are not attributed 
to the original building work will be 
rectified by the association on tenant¬ 
ed properties only. 

Afterwards, Mr Rammell said: 
“This is a real result for both 
South Anglia tenants and 
owner-occupiers on Berecroft. 

“The fire investigation 
report raised some important 
questions about the structure of 
Berecroft homes and the inde¬ 
pendent safety review which 
South Anglia has now pro¬ 
posed should bring relief to 
Berecroft residents.”

THE housing benefit system is fail¬ 
ing Harlow’s most vulnerable resi¬ 
dents, it was claimed this week. 

Conservative Parliamentary hopeful 
Robert Halfon said changes made to the 
Local Housing Allowance had resulted in 
a marked increase in the number of pri¬ 
vate tenants facing eviction after falling 
behind with their rent. 

Since April last year, housing benefits have 
been paid directly to tenants rather than to their 
landlords. But Mr Halfon, a prominent support¬ 
er of the Harlow homelessness charity 
Streets2Homes, said vulnerable tenants often 
struggled to manage their finances and ended 
up spending their rent money on other things. 

“Labour’s new housing benefit rules are fail¬ 
ing the most vulnerable in our society,” he said. 
“Landlords are put off from renting to those on 
benefit, slashing the availability of decent 
places to live. 

“Some tenants struggle to manage their 
finances, using up their benefit money by rent 
pay day. They get into arrears and trouble as a 
result.” 

Mr Halfon argued that tenants should be able 
to choose to have benefit paid directly to the 
landlord, a move which he said would increase 
the availability of quality low-cost housing. 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell dismissed Mr 
Halfon’s assertion that the Conservatives cared 
more about affordable housing as ridiculous, 
adding: “I would have thought Mr Halfon 
would support giving more power and freedom 
to tenants by paying housing allowance directly 
to them. 

“This brings housing benefit in line with 
other benefits which are paid directly to recipi¬ 
ents, a grown-up approach which entails 
responsibility and is less ‘nanny state’. 

“By allowing tenants to profit from finding a 
good deal, the reform has exposed many land¬ 
lords to competitive pressures for the first time, 
helping to secure value for the taxpayer.”

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OAP's fury at bill 
for broken fence 


A FURIOUS pensioner has 
been left with a large bill for 
repairs to a broken fence after 
furniture was dumped outside 
his home in preparation for a 
kerbside pick-up. 

Tom Morris (80), of Arkwrights, 
Harlow, was shocked when he 
found old mattresses, broken ward¬ 
robes, bedsteads and other junk 
propped up against the garden 
fence after Harlow Council’s main¬ 
tenance contractor, Kier Harlow, 
advised residents of a special col¬ 
lection the following day. 

The sheer weight of the items 
caused the fence to buckle and break, 
leaving Mr Morris facing a £315 repair 
bill. 

His daughter, Elaine Spicer, told the 
Star: “He was absolutely furious and 
he has every right to be. 

“Kier had put up signs on the grass 
verge outside his back garden advising 
people that bins would be put out the 
following morning specifically for 
heavy items. 

“But some residents saw the sign 
and decided to put their rubbish out the 
night before and it wasn’t long before 
it all piled up against dad’s fence.”

Mr Morris’s family complained to 
Kier and asked the firm to pay for 
repairs to the fence. But they were sent 
a letter stating the contractor was not 
liable for the damage and laying the 
blame on those people who had 
dumped the items. 

“Dad was distraught when he 
received the bill,” Ms Spicer added. 

“There’s no way he can afford to pay 
for the repairs, but what’s £315 to a 
massive organisation like Kier?” 

A Kier spokeswoman said it had 
investigated the incident and decided 
the damage was caused by “illegal fly¬ 
tipping”. 

“Signage publicising the block 
cleanse was placed on the council- 
owned green space on the side of Mr 
Morris’s property one day prior to the 
block cleanse and clearly stated that all 
rubbish must be placed in the waste 
bins provided around the estate,” she 
added. 

“Unfortunately, some individuals 
chose to disregard this information and 
illegally fly-tipped their waste. We 
apologise for the inconvenience that

What 

SCIENTISTS have 
stumbled across a 
new and incredibly 
rare species of spider 
in Africa. 

It is believed the spider could 
be the largest orb-web spinner 
in the world with the ability to 
spin silken webs measuring 
around one metre wide. 

The female of the species has 
legs which measure up to 
12cm long, yet the male 
spiders are very small by 
comparison. 

Orb-weaving spiders are fairly 
well known and get their name 
from the round webs they spin. 
The new spider was identified 
by Dr Matjaz Kutner, a biologist 
from the Slovenian Academy of 
Sciences and Arts, and 
Jonathan Coddington, from the 
Smithsonian Institution's 
National Museum of Natural 
History in Washington DC. 

Dr Kutner first identified the 
spider from a collection 
belonging to the Plant 
Protection Research Institute in 
South Africa in 2000 but then 
realised it did not match any 
known species. 

In his search through more 
than 2,500 samples from 37 
museums, no further 
specimens turned up so he 
assumed the spider must be 
extinct. 

But when a colleague in South 
Africa found three more of the 
spiders, it soon became clear 
they belonged to this same 
species.

THERE is no escaping the 
uncomfortable truth that audiences 
will flock to The Imaginarium Of 
Doctor Parnassus to witness the 
final performance of Oscar- 
nominated actor Ledger before his 
accidental drug overdose. 

Director Terry Gilliam’s picture was 
part-way through principal photography 
when the world lost one of its brightest 
talents. 

Gilliam, whose films have been 
bedevilled by bad luck throughout the 
years, took the decision to rework the 
script, casting three actors (Johnny 
Depp, Jude Law and Colin Farrell) as 
stand-ins for the absent star in three 


dream-like sequences. 

The result is a film that is every bit 
disjointed and befuddling as it is visually 
arresting and fanciful. 

Immortal soothsayer Doctor Parnassus 
(Christopher Plummer) bargained with 
The Devil (Tom Waits) many centuries 
ago and now Old Nick has come to 
collect the soul of his teenage daughter 
Valentina (Lily Cole), who works on a 
travelling circus fronted by Parnassus 
and his assistants Anton (Andrew 
Garfield) and Percy (Verne Troyer). 

To keep The Devil at bay, Parnassus 
must win the souls of five strangers by 
inviting them through his magic mirror 
into a world beyond their wildest 
imagination. 

Suicidal Tony (Ledger) could be the first 
through the looking-glass but where will 
the soothsayer find the others? 

With thoughts of Ledger lingering 


uneasily in the mind, The Imaginarium 
Of Doctor Parnassus is a strangely 
voyeuristic experience that starts with a 
chill when we see his character hanging 
from a noose beneath Blackfriars Bridge 
in London. 

In truth, Ledger is a supporting player in 
this haphazard tale. Plummer, Garfield 
and Cole are centre stage, the latter 
impressing as a child doomed to suffer 
the sins of her father. 

Depp and Law barely have any screen 
time while Farrell fares slightly better 
and captures the mannerisms and vocal 
patterns of Ledger to provide a clear 
link. 

Animated sequences and production 
design are top notch, but the two-hour 
running time tests our patience. We want 
so much to be lost in Gilliam’s waking 
dream, but the tragic nightmare behind 
every frame haunts us.

Subaru Legacy might be a 
new brand but the familiar 
design cues from 
generations past are all 
present in it. IAIN DOOLEY 
finds out more. 

T HERE’S something 
strangely reassuring 
about seeing a Subaru 
on the road these days. Not 
a super-quick Impreza 
turbo rally weapon mind, 
but a regular Legacy 
The Impreza is still considered 
by many to be a performance 
icon whereas people have 
sometimes left the Legacy in 
the shadows, unfamiliar with 
Japanese company’s exploits 
away from the rally special 
stage. 

It’s fair to say the Legacy is 
something of an informed 
choice. It would be cruel to 
make direct comparisons with 
the likes of Ford’s Mondeo or 
Vauxhall’s Insignia. Although 
fine cars in their own right, 
they lack the all-weather 
appeal of the Legacy thanks to 
the Subaru’s all-wheel drive. 
Enough of the sales pitch - 
this latest generation Legacy 
still has to earn its keep. In 
true Subaru style the updates 
are subtle when viewed from 
the outside, although the

changes are obvious. The car 
might be new but the familiar 
design cues from generations 
past are all present: the 
upright stance, prominent 
headlamps and a cabin 
boasting a generous amount of 
glass. 

Two things you won’t see this 
time around are frameless 
windows and a saloon version. 
Call it a pragmatic decision on 
both counts; conventional 
doors and windows are no 
doubt more cost effective while 
the estate variant was also the 
more popular and practical. 

So, Legacy estate it is then. Or, 
as Subaru calls it, the Legacy 
Tourer. And what a good choice 
it is. Everything has grown 
slightly over the previous 
generation car which means 


occupants benefit from a little 
more cabin space and the load 
bay is as generous as ever. 
Frankly, the latter observation 
is key to the car’s past and, 
hopefully, continued success. 
Quite a few people view the 
Legacy as much as a 
workhorse as a refined and 
well built passenger car. In this 
‘work’ guise, the Legacy is as 
rugged as they come. 

It’s also a refined experience - 
witness the revamped cabin 
and fascia. It strikes a sensible 
balance between compact 
executive level pricing and the 
need to be durable. 

No such compromises, no 
matter how well executed, are 
present in the engine 
department. One thing no 
other mainstream car maker 


can boast of is a line-up of 
‘boxer’ engines. The 
horizontally opposed piston 
layout is a particular Subaru 
selling point. Yes, Porsche also 
does a fine line in boxer 
engines, but we’re not talking 
high performance coupes here. 
With the added benefits of 
more torque and a lower centre 
of gravity than your average 
transverse mounted engine, 
this boxer concept is more 
than just hype. In practical 
terms it contributes towards 
the Legacy’s surefooted 
handling and the power 
delivery is smooth, consistent 
and comes with the unique 
boxer exhaust note. 

Along with the 2.5-litre, 167 
horsepower petrol motor there 
is a diesel option. This is still 


quite a new addition to 
Subaru’s tool kit but one that’s 
been warmly welcomed by the 
faithful. 

Aside from being unique in the 
market, the four-cylinder unit 
boasts 150 horsepower and 
2581b/ft of torque, more than 
enough for everyday tasks and 
battling the elements in the 
middle of nowhere. 

For something hooked up to a 
four-wheel drive system it’s 
also pretty economical. 
Boasting 161g/km CO 2 and 
46.3mpg, this is one all-wheel 
drive that won’t break the 
bank. 

Another new addition to the 
range is a continuously 
variable transmission for the 
petrol variant. Although an 
unusual choice, it works well. 
In fact, you could apply that 
observation to the Legacy as a 
whole. Subaru has never 
sought to be just another 
mainstream car maker. The 
fact that it will sell you a 
Mondeo-size estate car 
complete with four-wheel drive 
remains part of its unique 
appeal. 

Add the boxer engines - 
especially the diesel unit - plus 
the clever blend of durability 
and refinement, and you’ve got 
yourself a car that can be 
bought with both the head and 
the heart.
